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Pope Paul on the M o v e 


The intensive drive by Pope Pau l VI is 
bolstering 
Vietnam 
peace efforts apparently 
u nderway on several fronts. 
The papal message sent to Washington has 
giver President Johnson another opening to 
speak ou t again on the desire of the United 
States for peace, 
Johnson replied immediately. He assu red the 
Pope the United States is actively seeking to 
tu rn the cu rrent cease-fire into a prolonged 
tru ce. 
At the same time, the U. S. State Department 
is hesitant to predict a long-term halt in North 
Vietnam bombing. 
Privately, administration officials reportedly 
are skeptical of a peace breakthrou gh at this 
time regardless of all the activity toward that 
end. 
The continu ing pressu re by the Pope for 
a 
cessation of hostilities cou ld be decisive. 
He has su cceeded in establishing a line of 
com m m ication with Ru ssia which is essential 
filling vacancies arou nd the peace table. 


If Ru ssia takes a behind the-scenes stance for 
talks and with 
Red China 
at least partly 


preoccu pied with internal strife, a glimmer of 
hope appears. 


Past and present peace cu ltivation may not 
bring forth a harvest du ring the lu nar new year 
tru ce bu t perhaps in a fu tu re season. 
In the meantime. President Johnson is walking 
a tightrope in trying to let Hanoi and the world 
know the peace door is open while trying not to 
appear ru nning scared. 
This seems to be the reason he is not coming 
forth with a firm, pu blic offer at this time. If 
Hanoi felt the United States was in a big hu rry 
to get ou t, it wou ld stall to get more concessions. 
However, if the pope can manipu late world 
opinion into leverage against Hanoi and extract 
a peace offer from it, su ccess is virtu ally 
assu red. The United States natu rally wou ld ju mp 
at the offer. 
This assu redly is no ordinary task; bu t then, 
the Pope is no ordinary man.

Who Feeds the Elephant? 


By BRUCE BIOSSAT 


To get federal assistance u nder the ballooning, 
controversial 
grants-.n-aid 
programs, 
the 
50 
states commit themselves to su bstantial expendi­ 
tu res they appear to be keeping poor track of. 
A m ajor example; 


Under the famed interstate highway system, 
the federal government in most instances p its 
u p 90 per cent of the constru ction cost, the 
participating state the remaining 10 per cent 


Yet for the entire life of the roads involved, 
and these cou ld come to hu ndreds or even 
thou sands of miles in particu lar states, the state 
is committed to paying maint nence, repair and 
related service costs—su ch as the cost of police 
patrolling. 
Drawing on figu res su pplied by highway 
officials, the Bu reau of Pu blic Roads has given 
congressional committees an estim ate that when 
the entire 
41.090-mile 
interstate network 
is 
completed, it will cost the 50 states at least 
$4 00 
million a year to maintain and service these 
roadways. The figu re is probably conservative. 
Federal-state 
specialists su ggest 
that very 
sizable maintenance su ms are also involved in 
other "brick and m ortar” 
f e d e r a l gr: nt 
program s, inclu ding eonstru cticn of hospitals, 
college dormitories, airports, water, sewer and 
other commu ni’y projects. 


A CANVASS of this field indicates, however, 
that nearly all the states are painfu lly fu zzy on 
the amou nt and natu re of these su pplementary 
expenditu res indu ced by participation in ju icy 
federal programs. 
At the behest of the National Association of 
State Bu dget Officers, the states s om itted their 
c om p l a i nt s 
against the working of grant 
program s at the state-local level. The associa­ 
tion's compact 22-page report listed 69 snecific 
" i m p e d i m e nt s ” bu t never mentioned the 
problem of inescapable maint* nance and service 
costs. 
Nor is the m atter betrg di-cu ssed before Maine 
Sen. Edmu nd S. Mu skie's Senate su bcommittee 
which is presently looking into federal-state 
fiscal relations 
New York’s Gov. Nelson Rockefeller told the 
comm ittee that his state spent a disproportionate 
amou nt of money and time merely to try to 
qu alify for some federal planning fu nds — and to 
date ha* received less than a sixth of the 
requ ested su m. 
He echoed other officials who complain that 
the gr a nt - i n- a i d 
system distorts state-local 
f i na nc e s , 
and 
who u rge some form of 
federal-state tax-sharing. 
Nevertheless, the states’ argu m ents — cu rr.nt 
and past — have been thou ght to be weakened 
by evidence that they have not generally kept 
their own financial ho uses in g o o d o rder 
Their fu zziness on the issu e of su pplementary 
maintenance and service costs of federal aid 


programs is no help to their case. Experts in 
federal-state relations 
and 
in 
some of the 
af.ected federal agencies say 
b ook k e e p i ng 
practices among the states are far too vagu e to 
give 
them 
< with 
occasional 
exceptions i 
an 
accu rate reading on what they lay ou t over the 
years to keep .n ru nning order what Washington 
has "given” them. 


IF THEY SET OUT boldly what now amou nt 
almost 
to 
hidden 
extra 
charges 
for 
these 
programs, some states might not be so eager to 
join in. Withou t that clear indication, 
a 90-1 0 
matching ratio su ch as prevails in the interstate 
highway program is, 
m the words of one 
au thority, "so strong an 
i nd u 
c e m e nt it's 
coercive.” 
Despite state complaints, the attractiveness of 
federal aid programs seems u n'ikely to lessen.” 
They are expected to sr.erd at least a-- mu ch 
for m ajor constru e ion in the next decade as 
thev did in the last. They need ou tside hein. 
The U.S. government, which now provides 
almost a fifth of state-local fu nds, is the obviou s 
sou rce.

Idea With 
No Merit

President Johnson's proposal to merge tha 


Commerce and Labor department* shou ld be 
more than rou tine congressional bu siness. 


It wou ld create a new departm ent with no 
Internal 
c ons i s t e nc y. 
Its head, the new 


secretary, wou ld hardly know what he was 


representing in Cabinet discu ssions of national 


policy. 
Until Congress in postwar years imposed u pon 


the execu tive a mass of welfare fu nctions and 


su pport of local governments, the arrangem ent 


of federal activities into departments was 
a 


fairly workable administrative system. 


Until creation of the Department of Defense 


In 1 94 7 , the variou s departments were fairly 


consistent u nits. They were of two kinds. 
Seven of them — State, Treasu ry, Ju stice, 


War, Navy. Interior and Post Office — managed 


fu nctions appropriate to the general govern­ 
ment. 
Three of them — Agricu ltu re, Commerce and 
Labor — recognized special economic ¡merest*. 
Then came Defense and Health. Edu cation and 


Welfare with fu nctions d e s igna te d 
by its name 


More recently, tlr spill-over from HEW was 


collected in the Hou sing and Urban Development 
D e p a r t m e n t . Then the President proposed 


another, to concern itself with transportation. 


IN 1903 Congress created a Department of 


Commerce and Labor, which a few years later 


was 
divided 
into 
separate 
departments 
of 


Commerce and Labor. 


The secretaries of agricu ltu re, commerce and 
labor were in a sense representing the interests 


indicated by their departm ent’s name. In the 


Cabinet, they spoke for those respective private 


interests. To the people of agricu ltu re, bu siness 


and 
labor 
they 
spoke 
for 
and 
interpreted 


rational policy. The bu reau cracies they com­ 


manded were su pposed to serve those interests. 
Now comes the proposal to merge Commerce 


and Labor into a Department of Bu siness and 


Uibor. In his State of the Union message the 


President said; 
The 
word 
"stream lined” 
has 
been 
u sed 


endlessly to apply to su ch reorganizations of 


government. 
That way of promoting'economy and efficiency 


ha* 
its 
limits. 
As 
far 
as 
the 
f e d e r a l 


establishment is concerned, the real road to 
economy is for Congress and L.B.J. to cool their 


passion to create new services u ntil what they 
have already created can be evalu ated. 


They 
might 
also observe 
more 
care 
in 
du mping u pon an already overbu rdened bu ­ 


reau cracy half-baked c ont r i v a nc e s 
to give 


benefits to everyone. In the past two years there 
have been more ill-plamed creations u nder the 
gu ise of “doing good for people ’ than can be 
assimilated in a generation. 


AS 
FOR 
MERGING 
the 
departments 
of 
Commerce and Labor, the new department 
wou ld be an u tterly confu sed aggregate of 
dissimilar activities. Both bu e.ness and organ­ 
ized labor wou ld lose their accu stomed access to 
government and their proper representation in 
the Cabinet. 
The new secretary of bu siness and labor wou ld 
be neither fish nor fow 
All that wou ld be saved 
wou ld be the u pkeep of one top secretary. Bu t 
that saving, no dou bt, wou ld be blotted ou t by 
the creation of 
several 
new 
assistant 
and 
u ndersecretaries Instead of two tairly m anage­ 
able departments, there wou ld be one u nman­ 
ageable department.
